Those  who  send  small  sums  through  the  mails,  and  those  who  do  a mail 
order  business,  must  feel  the  urgent  need  for  a small  paper  currency  of  the 
denominations  of  5,  10,  25  and  oUc.  Why  not?  In  remitting  sums  under 
a dollar  you  have  either  to  send  a small  check,  or  else  a money  order,  some- 
times going  half  a mile  or  more  to  the  post  office  and  spending  perhaps  an 
hour  of  your  time  in  so  doing;  or  else  by  sending  postage  stamps,  which 
have  to  be  resold  by  the  recipient  at  a loss  of  from  5 to  10%  usually. 

If  you  agree  with  the  writer  please  drop  a letter  to  the  Hon.  A.  W. 
Mellon,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Washington,  D.  C.,  advocating  a small 
paper  currency,  something  similar  to  what  we  had  during  the  Civil  War, 
omitting  the  3 and  15c  odd  denominations.
